At Flemisburg 20 deaths up to the 15th 
inst. among them, Col. Wm: Goddard, 
Doctors Wm. H. Howe, Ed. Dorsey, 
Col. James Harrison, John H. Jones 
Esq. and Henry Ward. The ravages 
of the Cholera in some parts of Fleming 
county have “been appaling in the ex- 
treme:. whole families have been literal- 
ly ‘cut offin the course of 18 hours, and 
consighed to a common grave, without 
the winding sheet or coffin. One fami- 
ly (Mr. Sanders) composed of 16 indi- 
viduals, lost fourteen! At our last ac- 
counts the disease was spreading rapid- 
ly. Among the deaths at Lexington, 
we notice Doctors Boswell, Challen 
and Steele, the widow of Gov. Scott; 
Gen. C. Bodley; Wm. T. Smith, Se- 
cretary of the Temperance Society; 
and Mr. Thomas Skillman, editor of the 
Luminary. Two physicians have died 
in Flemingsburg; in the neighborhood 
of Bardstown one of the ‘Sisters of 
Charity’ has fallen a martyr while as- 
sisting those who had taken the cholera.

We have 
just learned that the Rev. William 
Byrnes, Principal of Saint Mary’s 
Seminary, died on Wednesday evening, 
after 7 hours sickness, of the cholera. 

Lancaster, Ky.—We have seen a 
letter from Lancaster, with the follow-

The political Union Meeting at Bir- 
mingham, called by Mr. Attwood of 
London, had been held, and had passed 
without committing any illegal or vio- 
lent acts. A hundred thousand people 
vere present at the meeting, and were 
addressed by Mr. Attwood, O’Oonnéll 
and others, and resolutions condemning 
the Government in the most severe terms 
were passed. 

Kean, the actor, died in London, on 
the 15th of May.

Reading the Seriptures, with 
remarks, by Rev. Br. Ripley, D. D. 

The remarks, by our venerable end 
highly respected brother, were appro- 
priate, forcible and eloquent, beyond 
any thing we have ever before heard 
from one of his great age (83). A- 
mong all with whom we have convers- 
ed on the subject, there is but one opin- 
ion, and that of the most cordial appro- 
bation. We regret that we have not been 
able to procure a copy for publication 
this week. We, however, hope and 
expect to be able to do so in season for 
our next paper. From our minutes, 
we have written out a few of the lead- 
ing features of his remarks, which, we 
helieve, will be acceptable to such of 
our readers as were not present. 

He thought the enquiry might be 


made why he in his advanced stage cf 


life, should come forward and take part 
in the ceremonies of the present occa- 
sion? Tothis enquiry he would an- 
swer, that, in vears past he had nearly 
discontinued his attendance on the 
Lodges, and given up his connection 
with the active concerns of Masonry.— 
But a new state of things arose. Anti- 
masonry commenced an exterminating 
warfare against our order, and it appear- 
ed to him to be his duty to come forward 
again and let the world see that he was 
not ashamed of the profession of Ma- 
sons, nor disposed to renounce or aban- 
don the Institution. He thought that 
the times called upon him to show him- 
selfasa Mason, and he was willing that 


the last act of his life should bear testi- : 


mony in favor of Masonry, its principles 
and obligations. Towards the enemies 
of the Institution he would not return 
railing for railing, nor injury for injury; 
but preferred to suffer evil, rather than 
be evil. 

Our domestic peace has been invad- 
ed; discord has been sown between 
husband and wife; the parent has been 
set against his children, and children 
against their parent; attempts have been 
made to disfranchise the whole Mason- 
ic fraternity, to expel them from office, 
and from the Christian church. And 


he thought it was time to speak for our- 


selves; to declare our innocence, to 


claim our rights as good citizens, and to | 


call on anenlightened and virtuous public 
for protection. 

Let not the great body of the people 
believe that the spirit of antimasoary 


will be satisfied with the suppression of

come a radical and revolutionary spirit. 
He could set no bouads to it. 


He had 


Masonry; about which they knew little 
or nothing, except what is derived from 
seceders. And are not those who con- 
tinue faithful. to their engagements, 
entitled to as much credit, as those who 
break their solemn vows? If they 
were dissatisfied with the Institution, 
they might have abandoned it without 
violating their obligations. He could 
conceive of an honest forsaking of Ma- 
sonry; but he was astonished at those 
who broke their obligations, and un- 
righteously denounced and attempted to 
injure a society to which they belonged- 
If he knew himself he would rather 
have his bedy cut in pieces and suffer 
death, than renounce it, thouh he never 
thought or heard that any other penalty 
was attached to a violation of its obli- 
gations, than that of expulsion. 

Though our institution has been mis- 
represented and abused, its principles 
and practices remain pure and good. I¢ 
tried by the same rules which have been 
applied to Masonry, even the christian 
church wonld fall—our liberties would 
fall. He does not say that the Mason. 
ic Institution, in our enllghtened, hap- 
py and peaceful country is as needful 
as it was in times of ignorance and war. 
It is in periods of affliction that the In- 
stitution is particularly useful. He 
would not sound the trumpet of our 
charities and our good works; but they 
should not be forgotten. He is not big- 
oted. He can see that a reform in some 
of our ancient ceremonies and phrases, 
is desirable. But where shall the re- 
form begin? The Institution is spread 
over the whole world, and is governed 
by the same rules, and laws, and con- 
stitutions, 

Our ceremonies are objected to as 
useless and trifling; but we know that 
they are solemn and impressive. The 
Bible is not carried before us in our 
processions for show. It solemnly ad- 
monishes us that a strict regard to its 
precepts anda firm reliance on its pro- 
mises can alone secure to us peace on 
earth and happiness in eternity, A 
good Mason cannot bea bad citizen.— 
If true to his principles, he must be a 
good citizen, and charitable christian, 
There is nothing in Masonry inconsis- 
tent with Religion. And if a reform 
inits ceremonies is to take place, (as 
has been in the church) it cannot be 
during the present period of perse- 
cution. 

Our badges are ridiculed as childish 
and ridiculous. Why not ridicule the 
badges of the military, and the black 
gown, the lawn sleeves, the white sur. 
plice, of the churches? But he does 
not concede the right of antimasons to 
interfere in the concerns of Masonry.— 
They are a self-constituted, self-created 
inquisition; assuming rights and authori- 
which belong only to the governmen 
and to the people. Their claims are 
unjust and unreasonable. He denies 
the right of any human being to enter 
into his soul and dictate what he shall 
say, and believe, or swear; provided 
he do nothing contrary to the laws and 
religion. With this provision, he does 
resist the claims and proceedings of an- 
timasons towards the Masonic fraternity, 
Were we to allow them, we should be- 
come voluntary slaves, in body and 
mind. Unheard of presumption—un- 
paralleled effrontery! We cannot sub- 
mit to this; and in this age, we have a 
iright to expect protection from an en- 
iightened public. They will shield us.— 
Our weapons are not carnal, except in 
self-defence. We are bounded by the 
strongest ties to fulfil our obligations to 
our government; and we will suffer ex- 
tremely, even to the loss of life, before 
we will prove false to that or to our 
God. And he challenged the proof that 
an act of treason, or irreligion, had 
ever originated in a pure Masonic 
Lodge. He adverted to the illuminati 
of France, and repelled the charge 
that they were Masonic Lodges. They 
were schools of infidelity, from which 
Masonry was excluded. Neither reli- 
gion nor politics are permitted to be 
discussed in the halls of the fraterni- 


He said that some learned men had 
attached themselves to the antimasonic 
party, and among others referred to 
Mr. Adams, of whom he remarked 
that if it be in the power of any man to 
make white appear black, and black 


white, to him that power was conced- 
ed. 
In conclusion, he observed that the 


which they succeeded tolerably well.— 
As however they gave us no particular 
trouble, and behaved less foolish than 
on some other occasions, we are not 
disposed to find fault. They are fast 
sinking into their original nothingness. 
God speed them. 

We have attended many, celebrations 
ofa similar character, but never one 
where we were better pleased, than on 
the present occasion.
